proves this. In 1918 the war garden- 
ers of the country planted more than’ 
five million plots. 

Those of us who have had much to 
do with young children know how 
eager and interested they are in 
watching the mysterious unfoldment 
of the leaf buds in the early spring, 
and in talking about and waiting for 
the appearance of the seeds which 
‘they have planted in pots or window 
boxes. I have seen children as en- 
ithusiastic over the first bursting from 
the ground of the cotyledon of a bean 
‘which they have planted as if it were 
ithe first miracle of creation. If they 
are given an opportunity to continue 
‘their observations of peas, beans or 
,other seeds on to the nature seed- 
‘bearing plants, so much the better. 
Appreciation of the mystery of na- 
ture and the control of her resources 
are as old as recorded time and prob- 
ably many thousand years older. On 
the walls of the Egyptian temples are 
‘to be found harvest songs and in the 
tombs of Egypt are painted agricul- 
tural scenes, and yet we starve our 
children’s desires in this direction and 
furnish them with flimsy toys which 
break to pieces in a few days, when 
the personal possession of a plot of 
ground, or even of a flower pot with 
seeds would give them more pleasur- 
able and lasting interest. 

Why are we so stupid? It would 
take less time and less nervous force 
to share a child's interest in nature 
than it does to scold him for the de- 
struction of toys or the abuse of furn- 
iture both of which are the result of 
the unnatural curbing of his instinc- 
tive desire to express his ideas by 
changing, transforming and creating 
new forms. 

I happen to have two little girl 
friends aged seven and nine who are 
children of a wealthy family and are 
in consequence overloaded with toys 
and other gifts. I was in the play-

Subject of High Cost 
‘of Living. 


WS ARE NOT ADEQUATE 


Executive Declares “Vicious 
Practices” Are Responsible for 
Perilous Situation Which Faces 

the Nation—Makes impor- 

tant Recommendations. 


Washington. — Addressing congress 
proposing remedies to check the 
cost of living, President Wilson 
that existing laws were inade- 
te and that high prices were not 
ed by shortage of supplies, pres- 
t or prospective, but were created in 
y cases “artificially and deliber- 
ly" by “vicipus practices.” 

' The president recommended that the 
control act be extended to 

ce time operation and that congress 
jaxclude from interstate as well as 

fntrastate shipments goods which did 
aot comply with its provisions. 

His address was as follows: 


}@entiemen of the Congress: 

I have sought this opportunity to ad- 

lars you because it Ja clearly my duty 
call your attention to the present cost 
ving and to urge upon you with all 

e persuasive force of which I am capable 

© legislative measures which would be 
bmost effective in controlling it and bring- 
fing it down. 
| The prices the people of this country are 
paying for everything that it is necessary 

» Hor them to use In order to live are not 
Suatified by a shortage in supply, either 
‘present or prospective, and are in many 
wenses artificially and deliberately created 
‘ey victous practices which ought imme- 
\etately to be checked by law. 

They constitute a burden upon us which 
Y the more unbearable because we know 
that it js wilfully imposed by those who 
have the power and that it can by vigor- 
wus public action be greatly htened and 
made to square with the actuul conditions 
‘ef supply and demand, 


Profiteers Lawbreakers. 


Bome of the methods by which these 
prices are produced are already Ilegai, 
@ome of them criminal, and those who 
e@mploy them will be energetically pro- 
seeded against. But others have not yet 
Ween brought under the law, and should 
jee dealt with at once by legislation. 

I need not recite the particulars of this 
oritical matter; the prices demanded and 
paid at the sources of supply, at the fac. 
ory, in the food markets, at the shops, 
fm the restaurants and hotels, alike In the 
wity and in the village. 

They are familiar to you, They are the 
talk of avery domestic circle and of every 
@roup of casual acquaintances’ even, It is 
m matter of familiar knowledge also, that 
@ process has set in which Is likely, unless 
something is done, to push prices and 
rents and the whole cost of living higher 
and yet higher, In a vicious cycle to which 
‘there is no jogical or natural end. 

With the increase in the prices of the 
mecessaries of life come demands for in- 
ereases in wages—demands which are 
fostified if there be no other means of 
enabling men to live 

Upon the increase of wages there fol- 
‘Jows close an Increase in the price of thay 
‘products whose producers have been ac-_ 
corded the increage—not a proportionate 
fncrease, for the manufacturer does not 
eontent himself with that, but an in- 
erease considerably greater than the 
added wage‘cost and for which the added 
wage cost Is oftentimes hardly more than 
an excuse. 

The laborers who do not get an increase 
fm pay when they demand I{t are likely 
to strike, and the strike only makes mat- 
fers worse. 

It checks production; If it affects the 
vallwaya {it prevents distributfon and 
etrips the marketz#; so that there {s pres- 
ently nothing to buy, and there {gs another 
excessive addition to prices resulting from 
the scarcity, 


Conditions Not “Natural.” 


These are facts and forces with which 
we have become only too familiar; but 
‘we are not justified because of our famil- 
farity with them or because of any hasty 
and shallow conclusion that they are 
“patural”’ and Inevitable, In sitting inac- 
tively by and letting them work their fa- 
tal results if there ts anything that we 
@an do to check, correct or reverse them. 

I have sought this opportunity to in- 
form the congress what the executive is 
@oing by. way of remedy and control, and 
to suggest where effective legal remedies 
ere jacking and may be supplied. 

‘We must, I think, frankly admit that 
there is no complete immediate remedy 
to be had from legislation and executive 
action, The free processes of supply and 
@emand will not operate of themselves, 
and no legislative or executive action can 
force them into full and natural operation 
wntil there is peace. 

“There is now nelther peace nor war. 
‘AN the world it waiting—with what un- 
merving fears and haunting doubts who 
ean adequately say?—waiting to know 
when it shall have peace and what kind 
of peacé tt will be when it comes—a peace 
in which a nation shall make shift for 
‘itself as tt can, or a peace buttressed and 
supported by the will and concert of 
the nations that have the purpose and the 
power to do and to enforce what ts right. 
Politically, economically, soctatly, the 
‘world ts on the operating table, and it has 
“pot been possible to administer any anaes- 
thetic, It is conscious. It even watches 
the capital operation upon which tt knows 
that its hopes of healthful life depends. 
It cannot think tts buginess out or make 
plana or give intelligent and provident di- 
rection to its affairs while in such a case, 
Where there ts no peace of mind there 
ean be no energy !n endeavor. 


Muat Know Terms of Peace. 


There can be no canfidence in Indus- 
try, no calculable basts for credits. no 
confident buying of systematic selling. 
no certain prospect of employment, no 
normal restoration of business, no 
hopeful attempt at reconstruction or a 
proper reassembling of the dislocated 
elements of enterprise until peace has 
Deen established, and. so far as may be. 
guaranteed. Our national tHfe has no 
@oubt been lese radirally disturbed and

It is 
impossible yet to predict how far or 
how long foreign -purchazers will be 
&big to And the money or the credit to 
pay for or sustain such purchases on 
a\ich a scale; how soon or ta what extent 
forelgn manufacturers can resume their 
former production, foreign farmers get 
their accustomed crops from thtir own 
fields; foreign mines resume their for 
output, foreign merchants set up agdin 
their old machinery of trade with the 
ends of the earth. All these things must 
remain uncertain until peace is estab- 
Mahed and the nations of the world have 
concerted the methods by which normal 
fe and induatry, are to be restored. 


All that we shall do in the mean-’ 


time to restrain profiteering and put 
the life of our people upon a tolerable 
footing will be makeshift and provi- 
aional, There can be no settled condi- 
tion here or slsewhere until the treaty 
of peace is out of the way and the 
work of liquidating the war has be- 
come the chief concern of our govern- 
ment and of the other governments of 
the world. Until then business will 
inevitably remain speculative and sway 
now this way and again that, with 
heavy losses or heavy gains, as it may 
chance. and the conaumer must take 
care of both the gains and the losses. 
There can be no peace prices so long as 
our whole financial and economic sys- 
tem ls on a war busis, ° 


Europe Must Know Situation.

Immediate Relief Measures. 


By way of tmmediate relief, surplus 
stocks of both food and clothing in -the 
hands of the government will be sold and 
of course sold at prices at which there 
is no profit. And by way of a more per- 
manent correction of prices surplus 
stocks in private hands will be drawn out 
of storage and put upon the market. For- 
tunately under the terms of the food-con- 
trol act the hoarding of foodstuffs can 
be checked and prevented, and they wilt 
be, with the greatest energy. Foodstuffs 
can be drawn out of storage and sold by 
legal action which the department of 
justice will institute wherever necessary; 
but as soon as the situation ts systemati- 
cally dealt with ft is not likely that the 
courts will often have to be resorted to. 
Much of the accumulating of stocks has 
no doubt been due to the sort of spetu- 
lation which always results from uncer- 
tainty. Great surpluses were accumu- 
lated because it was impossible to foresee 
what the market would disclose and deal- 
ers were determtned to be ready for 
whatever might happen, as well as eager 
to reap the full advantage of rising 
prices. They will now see the disadvan- 
tage, as well as the danger, of holding 
off from the new process of distribution. 


Significant Facts Quoted. 


Some very interesting and -significant 
facts with regard to stocks on hand and 
the rise of prices In the face of abund- 
ance have been disclosed by the Inquiries 
of the department of agriculture, the de- 
partment of labor and the federal trade 
commission. 

They seem to justify the statement that 
in the case of many necessary commodi- 
ties effective means have been found to 
prevent the normal] operation of the law 
of supply and demand, 

Tt would serve as a useful example to 
the other communities of this country, as 
well as greatly relieve Jocal distress if the 
congress were to regulate a@]] such mat- 
ters very fully for the District of Colum- 
bia, where !ts legislative authority is 
without limit. 


Would Have Prices Plainly Marked. 


I would also recommend that it be 
required that all goods destined for in- 
terstate commerce should in every case 
where their form or package makes it 
Possible be plainly marked with the 
price at which they left the hands of 
the producer. Such a requirement 
would bear # close analogy to certain 
provisions of the pure food act, by which 
it {8 required that certain detailed in- 
formation be given on the labels of 
packages of foods and drugs. 

And tt does not seem to me that we 
could confine ourselves to detailed 
measures of this kind, if it fs indeed 
our-purpose to assume national control 
of the processes of distribution. I 
take it for granted that that is our 
Purpose and our duty. Nothing less 
will suffice. We need not hesitate to 
handle ‘a national question In a na- 
tional] way. We should go beyond the 
measures 1 have suggested. We should 
formulate a jaw requiring a federal 
Mcense of all corporations engaged in 
Interstate commerce and embodying in 
the license, or In the conditions under 
which it is to be issued, specific regu- 
latlons designed to secure competitive 
selling and prevent unconsoiouable 
profits in the method of marketing. 


Law Would Do Much. 


Such a law would afford a welcome op. 
portunity to effect other much-needed re- 
forms Jn the buriness of Interstate ship- 
ment and in the methods of corporations 
which are engaged in it; but for the mo- 


ment FE confine my recommendations to the 
object immediately in hand, which is to

Not until there are the usual crops 
and the usual production of manufactured 
goods on the other side of the AUantic 
can Europe return tov the former condi- 
tions; and it was upon the former condi- 
tions, not the present, that our economic 
relationa with Europe were built up. 

Wo must face the fact that unleas we 
help Europe to get back to her normal 
life and production a chaos will ensue 
there which will inevitably be communi- 
cated to this country. For the present, it 
{a manifest, we must quicken, not slacken, 
our own production, 


U. 8. Must Hold World. Steady. 

‘We, and we almost alone, now hold the 
world steady. Upon our steadfastness and 
self-possession depend the affairs of na- 
Uons everywhere. It is in this supreme 
crisis—this crisis for all mankisd—that _ 
American must prove her mettle. 

In the presence of a world confused, dis- 
tracted, she must’ show herself self-pos- 
sessed, self-contained, capable of sober 
and effective action. She saved Europe 
by her action in arms; she must now save 
it by her action in peace, 

In saving Europe she will save herself, 
as she did upon the battlefields of the 
war. The calmness and capacity with 
which she deals with and masters the 
Problems of peave will be the final test 
and proof of her place among the peoples 
of the world. 

And, if only in our own interest, we 
must help the people overseas. Europe ia 
our biggest customer. We must keep her 
going or thousands of our shops and 
scores of our mines must close. There is 
no such thing as letting her go to ruin 
without ourselves sharing in the disaster. 

Tm ‘such’ circumstances, face to face 
with such tests, passion must be discard- 
ed. Passion and a disregard for the 
rights of others have no. place jn the 
counsels of a free people. We need light, 
not heat. in these soleinn times of self- 
examination and saving action, 


Must Be No Threats. 

There must be no threats. Let there be 
only intelligent counsel, and let the best 
reasons win, not the strongest. brute 
force. The world has just destroyed the 
arbitrary force of a military junta. It 
will live unter no other. All that js ar- 
bitrary and coercive is tn the discard. 
Those who seek to employ it oniy prepare 
thelr own destruction. 

We cannot hastily and overnight revo- 
lutionize all the processes of our eco- 
nomic life. We shall not attempt to do 
so. These are duys of deep excitement 
and of extravagant speech, but with us 
these are things of the surface. 

Everyone who is in real touch with the 
silent masses of our great people knows 
that the old strong fiber and steady self. 
contro] are still there, firm against vio- 
lence or any distempered action that 
would throw their affairs into confusion. 

T am serenely confident that they will 
Teadily find themselves, no matter what 
the circumstances, and that they will ad- 
dress themselves to the tasks of peace 
with the same devotion and the same 
stalwart preference for, what is right that 
‘they displayed to the admiration of the 
whole world in the midst of war. 


Sinister Influences at Work, 

And I enter another confident hope. 1 
have spoken today chiefly of measures 
of imperative regulation and legal com- 
pulston, of prosecutions and the sharp 
correction of selfish processes; and these 
no doubt are necessary. 

But there are other forces that we may 
count on besides those resident in the 
department of justice. We have just 
fully awakened to what has been going 
on and to the Influences, many of them 
very selfish and sinister, that have been 
producing high prices and. Imposing an 
intolerable burden on the mass of our 
people. . 

To have brought {it all Into the open 
will accomplish the greater part of the 
result we seek. 

I appeal with entire confidence to 
our producers, our middlemen and our 
merchants ta deal fairly with the peo- 
ple. It is their opportunity to show 
that they comprehend, that they In- 
tend to act justly, and that they have 
the public interest sincerely at heart. 

And I have ng doubt that house- 
keepers all over the country, and ev- 
eryone who buys the things he daily 
stands in need of will presently exer- 
cise a greater vigilance, a more 
thoughtful economy, a more discrimi. 
nating care as to the market in which 
he buys or the merchant with whom 
he traded than he has hitherto exer- 
cised. 

Labor Must Consider. 


I believe, too, that the more ex- 
treme leaders of organized labor will 
presently yield to a sober second 
thought, and like the great mass of 
their essociates, think and act like 
true Americans. They will see that 
strikes undertaken at this critical time 
are certain to make matters worse, 
not better—worse for them and for 
everybody else. 

The worst thing, the most fatai 
thing—that can be done now is to stop 
or interrupt production, or to interfere 
with the distribution of goods by the 
railways and the shipping of the 
country, 

We are all involved in the dis- 
tressing results of the high cost of 
liwing and we must unite, not divide, 
to correct ft. 

There are many things that ought 
to be corrected In the relations he- 
tween capital and labor, in respect 
of wages and conditions of labor and 
other things even more far-reaching, 
and I, for one, am ready to go into 
conference about these matter with 
any group of my fellow countrymen 
who know what they are talking about 
and are willing to remedy exiating 
conditions by frank counsel rather 
than by violent contest. 


General interest First. 


No remedy ia possible while men are 
in a temper, and there can be no set- 
tlement which does not have as ita 
motive and standard the general in- 
terest. 


Must All Work Together. 


Threats and undue tnsistence upon 


the Interest of a single class. make set-_ 


tlement impossible. 1 believe, as 1 
have hitherto had occasion- to gay to 
the congress, that the [ndustry and life 
of our people and of the world wili 
suffer trreparable damage if employers 
and workmen are to go on in a perpet- 
ual contest, as antagonists. They 
must, on one Plan or another, be effec- 
tively associated. Have we not stead- 
{ness and self-possession and business 
sense enough to work out that result? 

In the meantime—now and in the 
days of readjustment and recuperation 
that are ahead of us—let ua resort 
more and more to frank and intimate 
counsel and make ourselves a great 
and triumphal nation, making our- 
selves a united force in the life of the 
world. It will not then have looked ta 
us for leadership in vain, -

Ap- 
propriations for the construction and 
maintenance of roads within the na- 
tional forests, totaling $19,000,000 of 
federal road funds, are now available. 
Of this sum, according fo information 
obtained by the California State Auto- 
mobile association from Federal For 
est Supervisor R. W. Ayres, approxi- 
mately $2,300,000 will be spent within 
a short time in providing additional 
automobile roads for the tourist and 
traveler leading to the 19,000,000 acres 
of national forests in California. 

For the last two years all road proj- 
ects which did not contribute directly 
to winning the war were dropped, 
Now the road building program of the 
forest service has been resumed and 
by the appropriations recently passed 
this program has been greatly en- 
larged.
